Giant Turbiner Makes Passage in 4 
Days, 19 Hous. Brings Gold 
With Her.

New York, Nov. 8 — With ten millions 
of gold in her strong box and anew 
trans-Atlantic record written in her log, 
the Cunard turbiner, Lusitania, steamed 
past Sandy Hook lightship at 1.40 o'clock 
this morning. In a grand performance 
the great vessel broke her own world's 
record and brought to the relief of the 
money market here ten millions in gol 
in unprecedented time, 

The west bound trip was made ap- 
proxibately in four days, nineteen hours 
and ten minutes.

THE ENGLISH COMMENT. 
On Cause of Ravid Advance of Rat» 
of Discount. 


London, Nov. 7,—Newspapers this 
morning give much attention to the 
rapid advance in the discount rate 
of the Bank of England, They reflect 
also some anxiety regarding the seri 
ous handicap thus placed upon the 
British trade and enterprise, but they 
recognize that the directors of the 
bank had no other course to pursue.

LARGER NAVY FOR GERMANY. 


Reichstag Unanimously Favors In- 
creasing Fleet. 


Berlin, Nov. 7.—Apparently the 
German government will be able to 
reckon on an esay passage for the new 
naval proposals, which are certain to 
form the leading feature of the torth- 
coming session of the Reichstag. Dr. 
Spahn has committed the Centre, 
which forms the great bulk of the 
opposition, to a considerable expan- 
sion of the fleet, beyond the bounds 
laid down the existing naval acts. 
The Radicals have also shown them- 
selves well disposed towards an in- 
crease of expenditure in this direc- 
tion, and now the annual conferenc: 
of the National Liberals, who are, of 
course, always to be counted on in 
service matters, has given a vigorous 
push to the agitation for more ships, 
which has been gradually gathering 
momentum ever since the general 
election, 

The resolution adopted unanimously 
by the gathering was as follows:

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 

Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinces, excepting 8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
ateaded by any person the sole head 
ot a family, or male over 18 years ol 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sé« 
tion, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry 
must be made in person by the ap: 
plirant at a Dominion Lands Agency 
or a surb-agency. Entry by proxy maj) 
however, be made at an agency on 
certain conditions by the father, me | 
ther, son, daughter, brother or sister 
of an intending homesteader. | 

An application for entry or Sad colllat 
tion made personally at any Sul 
agent’s office may be wired to the 
Agent by the Sub-Agent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
{and applied for is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have ‘priority and the land will be 
held until the necessary papers to 
complete the transaction are receiv- 
ed by mai:

ment, having been so designed and 

built that when the handsome new 

Parliament Buildings are complete, a 
few years hence, this structure will, 
with little or no alteration, become 
four comfortable dwellings, to be 
leased to officials of the government 
Only the immense fireproof vaults, 
built in the rear, will be removed 
when the offices are transferred. 

The exterior of the building is as 
substantial and plain as the interior 
is comfortable. The architecture is 
of no special school, the main fea- 
tures being a mansard roof with two 
immense chimneys upstanding, and 
two quietly handsome entrances arch- 
ed in heavy Romanesque design with 
enclosed verandahs. Immediately 
above these are balconies, partially 
enélosed by brick. The building is of 
red brick, 

The terrace is 136 feet in length by 
58 in depth, the vaults being for the 
present built in* the courtyard, — be- 
tween the two projecting wings of the 
building. A light area intervenes 
between the main building and the 
vaults. The workmanship of the 
building immediately impresses the 
visitor in its completeness and = ex- 
cellence of detail. L. P. Parney, of 
the government service superintended 
th work, which is highly creditable to 
all who had charge of it. The wood 
work in the interior is of British 
Columbia fir in severe and handsome 
colonial design. The hardwood floors 
throughout are of maple. 

Credit to Public Works. 

The structure adds another to the 
list of successes achieved by the de- 
partment of public works during the 
brief administration of the Hon, Mr 
Cushing and his energetic deputy, 
John Stocks. The cost of the large 
terrace is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hoed of $50,000, additional cost being 
entailed by the excavation. This 
was done fully 14 feet deeper than at 
first, intended, but when the nature of 
the soil was observed the deeper ex- 
cavation were made to ensure a pe: 
fet solidity. It was also done imme- 
diately under the control of the de- 
partment, as a further safeguard. 

The plan of the building, evolved in 
the architectural branch of th 
public works department, provide 
most ingeniously for the office aceom- 
modation of the present, as well as 
for the private dwellings of the 
fqturr. Mach of the four residences 
im they Leriace is distinetly divided by 
walls of masonry and fire-proof doors 
The ground floor in each section con- 
tains a drawing-room with a small 
library opening on it by folding doors. 
A dining-room of quite handsome pro- 
portions is in the rear of the drawing- 
room, and folding doors again permit 
of the three rooms being thrown into 
one. 

A large room behind this is also 
fitted out for a general office, answer- 
ing admirably to the needs, but when 
the Parliament Buildings are  con- 
structed and these offices transferred 
simply the addition of a couple of 
pantries will transform this room into 
a modern kitchen. 

Wide hall-ways and stairs are in 
each section, and broad flight of steps, 
leading to the Lasement, where, in the 
days of private residence, one large 
room could, with little effort, be mad> 
into a handsome billiard-room, The 
first floor contains four bedrooms, a 
small sewing or smoking-room open- 
ing on the baleony, and a well-equip- 
ped lavatory, while each attic will 
have five bedrooms that are in som? 
instances not partitioned off as yet. 

Pian of Departments. 

The four ministers who constitute 
the provincial cabinet have under 
them eight departments, including 
public works, agriculture, education, 
the audit, the attorney-general’s, the 
treasury and provincial secretary. 
The four ministers will have their 
private offices on the ground floor ia 
those rooms designated as drawing- 
room and library in each division ot 
the terrace The small library, witn 
afireplace, makes in each case a most 
appropriate inner office. The depu- 
tes ottices are close at hand, and tne 
clerks’ quarters will be mostly situ- 
ated on the first and second floors and 
in the roomy well-lit basement. 

So though these temporary quarters 
of the administration lack the im- 
pressiveness of the long stately corri- 
dors, the Gothic beauty of design and 
the mystery of the green-baized doors 
that guard each minister’s sanctum 
in the Federal House, they are highly 
convenient and comfortable. : 

A cafe is planned to arise somewhere 
in the near cuture in the basement of 
the buildings, and the employeew may 
have tnerr mid-day meal there with- 
out the trouble of climbing ‘the Sixth 
street hill, which is as yet the most 
convenient approach to the building 
The cafe, it may be presumed, will 
also be open to the members of the 
Legislature, who will next year assem- 
ble in the temporary Legislative Hall, 
now in course of erection behind the 
Terrace, 

It is 77 feet in length by 40 in 
depth, and will eventually be used as 
a store-room., It will be completed 
next February or March, in time for 
the session. The basement will be 
temporarily used as a library and 
place of archives.
